by taking proper precaution agalns 
dividing those that would have ble 
freely. 
The evidence presented b 


the body in the post mortem, exam 
inr.tion indicated carelessness to 
marked degree. I never saw so muc* 
evidence of carelessness before in a 
operation. Dr. Kannell was cri: 
inally negligent. 


MRS. FORNIER'S STATEMENT 
Mrs. router, superintendent of t 


hospital, described 
the operati 


during the time she was in the o 


crating room. The patient, she snid 
was under ether from 9:30 in the 
morning until nearly 2 o'clock. The 
incision ia ihe abdomen was made 
with one stroke (about six inches) 
of the knife, causing profuse bleed- 
ing. 
Dr, Kannell 
had no forceps 


ready to catch and tie up the arteries 
nnd the patient during the operation 
required the use of 100 sponge: 
many of them so full 01 blood as to 
be soaked and soppy. The ordinary 
operation does not require more than 
thirty or forty sponges. This meant 
the loss of fully five or sis pints cf 
blood, enough to kill a large man, 
Mrs. Fornier said the operator went 
at the work with apparent full confi- 
dence in himself, but she said that, 
though she has had ten years' ex- 
perience in hospital work and had 
witnessed hundreds 
of operations,

occasion of much, surprise. 


Both Mr. Page and Mr. Bicknell 
his afternoon confirmed the report 
that the terms of sale had been prac- 
ically agreed upon, though a few 
minor details are yet to be arranged. 
There is every reason, ihowever, lor 
the belief that the transaction -will 
be completed within a tew days, and

The prisoners are 
armed with two rifles and two revol- 
vers. The arms are believed to have 
been thrown over the stockades Sun- 
day night by friends among excur- 
sionists who came from Portland.

Duluth, Minn., June 7.-—The whale- 


tack steamea- Thomas Wilson, Cap- 
tain Cameron, master, was cut al- 
most in two by the steamer George

A thunderstorm, of unusual vio- 


lence passed over the city Friday even- 
ing and although not as serious in 
point of damage as previous storms 
this season, it was one of the 'most 
violent that has visited this section 
in years. 
The storm broke a little 


before 7 and raged for several hours. 
The lightning 
was very brilliant, 


each flash being followed by a crash- 
ing peal of thunder, and torrents of 
rain fell, flooding the streets on a 
level with the curb stones. 
For a 


few minutes considerable hail fell in 
the north and northwest sections of 
the city, the hail 
stones being as 


large as peas. 


BAR-NS ARE -BURNED.. 


Two large barns on the Bluffton 


road, eau'th of the city, were burned 
to -the ground while the storm was at 
its height. One of the 'barns, belong- 
ing to Fred Treu, of Wayne to-wn- 
sliip, was struck by lightning and 
within five minutes the structure 
was ii seething furnace of flame. 
Nothing could be done ito save the 
structure, and but libtle o 
tents were saved. 
An alarm was 


.turned in from. Leith asn-d Calhoun 
streets, 'but ilhe -barn -had been de- 
stroyed before the engines arrived. 


A barn belonging to Mrs. Lara- 


more, near tihe Treu bam, caught fire 
and in spiifce of the efforts of a bucket 
brigade was also destroyed. 'All the 
cattle, farm implemeouts amid other 
stock were saved. A large quantity 
of feed was burned. The loss will be 
tiibout $2,000, with about $1,500 in- 
surance. 


A small barn in the rear of the resi- 


dence of William Bla&ch, on, 
street, was struck about 9 o'clock. 
T(iie roof was burned off -the ibarn and 
some .hay and fend was destroyed. 
The loss -is about $200. The depart- 
ment was summoned .to St. Paul's 


, church, which was thoughit to ihave 
hean struck, but no fire could be- dis- 
covered. 


FRIGHTENED THE LADIES. 
An interurban traction car left this 


city that night for Huntington a 
short time before the storm broke 
and had reached the open prairie by 
the time the clouds were cracking' 
with lurid lightning 
«.nd blaring 


with the reverberations of the (heavy 
atmosphere, 'tumbling and colliding 
in the vacur thus created. A half 
dozen ladies were among the passen- 
gers and were badly frightened; and 
when the car stopped because tha 
power had been shut off at Hunting- 
ton for the sake of safety, 'they were 
almost panic stricken. , The conduc- 
tor took down the trolley pole and 
the passengers were as safe under a 
net-work of telegraph wires to catch, 
and scatter the electric 'bolts, as if 
they had been in their own homes. 
The railroad men say that there can 
be 'no safer defense against light- 
ning than under a wire large enough 
to carry off the fluid to the ground 
in safety, 
after 
the manlier of a 


lightning rod. And yet the women 
were so much alarmed that they took 
the first car back to Fort Wayne, fol- 
lowing the trail of the storm rather 
than to flee from it to the west. 


THE STORM DIVIDED. 


The rain fell in torrents in Aboit 


-township, but farmers living in that 
direction say that the stor « seemed 
to divide before it reached the city 
and to pass both to the north and to 
the south in heavier volume than 
right over the city. There was not 
much wind and while some slight 
damage was done by the immense 
downfall of water, none was recorded 
by the -wind.

KLL-SO-QTTAtH IS HBRE. 


The central figure in the carriage 


was Kil-So-Quaih, granddaughter of 
the famous cliief Little Turtle, or 
3VTecchatinoquath.__Tjiis_,, „ venerable 
Indian woman, 90 years of age last 
month, is a remarkable 
character. 


Wil'h her was her son, Antnoiiy Re- 
varre and his wife, 'and Mrs. Louisa 
Neeb, a descendant of old Chief God- 
frey. 


Kil-So-Quah is better known as 


Mrs. Rcvarre, 'and she resides with 
iher son near Roanoke. She was the 
daughter of Wak-SMn-Gp, a son of 
•Little Turtle, and was born in Wa- 
Ibash county. Her 
husband 
died 


fifty-two years ago. 
Her 
Indian 


name, Kil-So-Quah, is said to signify 
"Rising Sun," and 
though more 


than ninety years of -age and speak- 
ing no English, save an. occasional 
'disconnected word, she evidently en- 
joyed the attentions of tue people 
today and shook hands heartily witn 
all who came up to the carriage. 


The party came in from Roanoke 


on the interurban tliis morning, and 
were met at Broadway and Taylor 
street by the carriage which conr 
•veyed them to the court hoiise. Kil- 
So-Quah is greatly 'enfeebled phy- 
sically, though her appearance by no 
means indicates the weight of years 
which rests upon her shoulders. She 
is short of stature, inclined to be 
stout, wears silver-howed spectacles, 
and hobbles about with much difiL 
culty with the aid of a cane. It was 
necessary today to support the aged 
Indian woman whenever she moved 
about. Her dress was of plain black 
material. Over her shoulders was a 
light shawl, and upon her head was 
tied a bandanna 
han'dkerc'hief 
of 


bright hue. 
Her 
face 
is deeply 


wrinkled, but the straight black hair 
scarcely shows a trace of gray. She 
•was escorted into the assembly room 
and with Mrs. Neelb occupied a prom 
inent-place upon tlie, platform, pay 
ing little or no 'attention, however 
to the

AN ALLEN COUNTY PIONEER. 


At the age of 80 years another of 


the old pioneers of Allen county is 
gone, says the Monroeville Breeze. 
On May 23, at Kokomo, occurred the 
funeral of Mrs. Mary J. McJJain, 
widow of the late ex-Judge Nelson 
McLain, of Allen county. Mrs. Mc- 
Lain for more than sixty years was 
a kind and devoted wife and mother 
and with her husband an earnest and 
devoted Christian from early child- 
hood.

CANNOT RTTLE JOINTLY IN TEE 


PHILIPPINES. 


Instructions to Taft—Basis for Ne- 


gotiations With Vatican. Sub- 


mitted to Congress. 


Washington, 
June 
7.—Secretary 


Hoot has sent to the Philippine com- 
mittees of the senate nnd house copies 
of the instructions given by him to 
Governor Taft for his guidance in. 
dealing with the Vatican respecting 
the acquisition by the United States 
of the friars' lands in the Philip- 
pines. These instructions were ex- 
hibited yesterday by Governor Taft 
to the Vatican officials, and, as will 
be perceived 
from 
their context, 


served the purpose 
of credentials. 


The instructions are as follows: 


"May 9, 1902.—Sir: It is now ap- 


parent that congress will not have 
acted upon the Philippine commis- 
sion's recommendations regarding 
the purchase of friars' lands before 
the time of your departure for Ma- 
nila, which cannot be longer delayed. 
You cannot, 
therefore, as we had 


hoped, now receive definite instruc- 
tions and proceed to take such steps 
in the execution of specific authority 
from congress as should properly be 
taken before you return to Manila. 
The committees of both houses have, 
however, reported favorably upon the 
commission's recommendations, and 
it appears probable that congress will 
confirm their action. 


TO AVOID DELAY. 


"In view, therefore, of the critical 


sitation of this subject in the Philip- 
pines, and of the apparent impossi- 
bility of disposing 
of the matter 


there by negotiation with, the friars 
themselves, the president does not 
feel at liberty to lose (the opportunity 
for effective action afforded by your 
presence in the west. He wishes yon 
to take the subject tip tentatively 
with the ecclesiastical superiors who 
must ultimately determine the friars' 
course of conduct, and endeavor to 
reach at least a basis of negotiations 
along lines which will be satisfactory 
:o them and to the Philippine gov- 
ernment, accompanied by a full un- 
derstanding on both 
sides of the 


facts and of the views and .purposes 
of the parties to the negotiations, so 
.hat when congress shall have acted 
;lie business may .proceed to a conclu- 
sion without delay. 


SUBJECT TO CONGRESS. 


"You 
are accordingly authorized, 


n the course of your return journey 
o Manila, to visit Home and there 
,seer tain what 
church authorities 


lave the power to negotiate for and 
.eterrains upon a sale of the lands 
f the religious orders in the Philip- 
iiie islands, and if you find, as wo 
re informed, that the officers of the 
iiurch at Rome have such power and 
uthority, you will endeavor to at- 
.ain the results 
above 
indicated. 


4.ny negotiations which you may eu- 
er upon are always subject to grant- 
ig of power by congress to follow 
le negotiations by binding action. 
"In any conferences and negotia- 
ons you will bear in mind tlie fol- 
iwing propositions, which are deem- 
d 
to be fundamental and which 


iculd be fully and frankly stated to 
he other side in the negotiations: 


t:l. One of the controlling prin- 
ples of our government is the com- 
ete separation of church and state, 
ith the entire freedom of each from 
ty control or interference by the 
**er. This principle is imperative 


wherever American jurisdiction ex- 
tends, and no modification or shading 
thereof can be a subject of discus- 


ercised by agents of the other; wh?te, 
the church has long controlled and' 
acted virtually as the agent of the 
state in the field of public instruction 
and publi-c charities, and has from 
time to time acquired 
large prop- 


erties held by it or by its subordi- 
nate corporations or officers for these 
public uses. 
A novel situation has 


been created under 
which the ad- 


justment of means to ends appropri- 
ate to the former system 
entirely 


fails to produce the intended results 
under the new system, and the sep- 
aration of church and state requires 
to be followed by a readjustment aiid 
rearrangement in the interests both 
of church and statej and for the at- 
tainment of the great ends of civi! 
government, of education, of charity 
and of religion. 


OBJECTS TO HOSTILITY. 


"3. By reason of the separation, 


the religious orders caa no longer 
perform in behalf of the state 'the 
duties in relation to public instruc- 
tion and public charities formerly 
resting upon them, and the power 
which 
they 
formerly 
exercised, 


through their relations to the civil 
government, being now withdrawn, 
they find 'themselves the objects of 
such hostility on the part of their 
tenantry against them as landlords, 
nnd on the part of the people' of the 
parishes against them as representa- 
tives of the former goveniuent, that 
they are no longer capable of serv- 
ing any 
useful purpose for 
tlfe 


church. 
No rents can be collected 


from the populous communities oc- 
cupying their lands unless it be by 
the intervention of the c^vil govern- 
ment with armed force. 
; 


OTHER METHODS NECESSARY. 
"Speaking generally, for several 


years past the friars, 
formerly in- 


stalled over the parishes, have been 
nimble to remain at their posts and 
are collected in Maniui with the vain 
hope of returning1. They will not be 
voluntarily accepted again by the 
people, 
and 
cannot be restored to 


their possessions except by forcible 
intervention on. the part of the civil 
government, which the principles of 
our government forbid. It is mani- 
fest that under these conditions it is 
for the interest of the church, as well 
as of the state, that the landed pro- 
prietorship of the religious orders in 
the Philippine islands should i^ease, 
and that if the ch.urcn wishes, as of 
course it does, to conunue its minis- 
tration, among the people of the is- 
lands, and to conduct in its own be- 
half n system of instruction, with 
which we have no desire to interfere, 
it should seek other agents therefor. 


TO GIVE COMPENSATION. 


"4. It is the wish of our govern- 


ment, in casa congress snail grant 
authority, that Hie titles_of the relig- 
ious orders to the 
large tracts of 


agricultural lands which they now 
hold shall be extinguished, but that 
full an fair compensation shall be 
made therefor. 


"5. It is not, however, deemed to 


be for the interests of the people of 
the Philippine islands that in thus 
transforming wholly unproductive 
tracts of land into money capable of 
productive investment, a fund should 
thereby be created to be used for 
•the 
attempted 
restoration of the 


friars to the parishes 
from which 


they are now separated, with the con- 
sequent disturbance of law and order. 


"6.. The titles to the great amount 


of church, lands and buildings in tin 
islands, other than those of the re- 
ligious orders and now 
apparently 


owned by tlie state, sliould be settled 
:airly. 


"7. Provision should be made for 


ascertaining 
what rentals, if any, 


ought to be paid for convents and 
other church buildings wliich have 
been occupied by United States 
troops during the insurrection, this 
being, cf course, subject -to further 
specific action by congress. 


SCHOOLS AND CHARITIES. 


"S. The rights and obligations re- 


maining under the various specific 
trusts for 
education and charity 


which are now in doubt and contro- 
versy ought to be settled by agree- 
ment, if possible, rather than by the 
slow and frequently disastrous pro- 
cesses of litigation, so that the ben- 
eucient purposes of these foundations 
may not fail. 


"9. Your errand will not be in any 


sense or degree diplomatic in its na- 
ture, but will be purely a business 
matter of negotiation by you as gov- 
ernor of the Philippines for the -pur- 
chase of property from the owners 
thereof, and the settlement of lands 
in such a manner as to contribute to 
the best interests of the people of the 
islands. 


"Any assistance which you may 


desire whatever on the part of offi- 
cers of the civil government or of 
military officers to enable you to per- 
form the duties above described in 
a manner satisfactory 
to yourself, 


will be afforded, but the business is 
left entirely in your hands, subject 
to such action as may be taken pur- 
suant to law upon your report."

He. re- 
ceived word from nis city that a 
pirated version, of his novel', built 
from a synopsis that 'had been sur- 
reptitiously obtained, was beiug of- 
fered for publication. 


He 
immediately condensed 
his 


novel into 250 words, hr,d it printed 
and sent to 'Washing-ton. This made 
liis copyright complete. 


According to the copyright law, it 


is necessary for an author to file in 
Washington two copies of his printed 
book. Until this is done all that he 
can do is to protect his title. 


The body of tEe story *can be stolen 


bodily and printed under another 
title and the author has no redress if 
the copyright is not completed. 


By the proinp'dtude with which, the 


little novel was sent to the library cf 
jongress, the chapters, 
scenes and 


characters of the novel in its ampli- 
fied form were at once protected. 


This method of protecting- author- 


ship lias never been, -tried before. 
It 


opens a positive and speedy course 
for authors and dramatists to guard 
their'rights.

MEN UNDER ABBEST. 


The eight mem arrested 'last night 


w&re still held today, including O. E. 
Miller, president of ithe St. Luke so- 
ciety. Miller is said to have lival in 
Denver at one time, where he was in 
the banking business. 
A search of 


the records of the health department 
today failed to discover any record 
Showing that the 'hospital had been 
licensed according to the law. 


Coroner' Traoger today sent his 


deputies to view the victims of the 
lire -and. -decided to postpone .the ±a- 
quest for a few days till a complete 
investigation has been made. 


"There will be a full investiga- 


tion," said the coroner, "-and it may 
make somebody uncomfoubaible. 
"We 


will endeavor to 'discover if the pa- 
tienrts -were strapped -down, as report- 
ed, anid if tfehere was a sufficient 'num- 
ber -of -attendants. If -any one of the 
deaths was due to negligence, the 
guilty .pen-son or persons will 'be nrade 
to pay -the penalty." ' 


A PITIABLE CASE. 


Perhaps -the most pitiable of all the 


deaths was that of Alderman "Blind 
Billy" Kent. Nat only was he blind, 
bnt he was incased in a sfcraig'lit- 
jacket. with his hands strapped to 
Ilia waist. Kent was on astute poli- 
tician, ihad been a member of -the 
state 'legislature and was «. delegate 
to the republican national conven- 
tions of 1884, 1888 and 1802. His 
blindness was due to a. gunshot 
wound received at tfhe hands o£ a sa- 
loonkeeper. 


Samuel K. Markham, attorney for 


the men under arrest, said today tfiiat 
the society had Applied several ifcimes 
for a hospital license, but had al- 
ways been refused because the people 
in the neighborhood of the hospital 
objected ito the location of such an 
institution near tbhem. He said 'that 
Mr. Miller applied for a license after 
tflie society moved into the Hated 
Woodruff, but had not received it. 


The society occupied the building 


number of people, -who were carried 
down the ladders by the firemen, it 
gave the fire such headway that there 
was almost no chance for those on the 
upper floors of the building to make 
their escape, and such of them as 
were not suffocated were killed or 
badly injured by leaping from the 
windows. 
WROUGHT CROWD TO MADNESS. 


A scene that wrought to the pitch 


of madness the great crowd that had 
gathered around the building was 
enacted at a fourth-story -window on 
the north side. Across this window 
was a heavy wire screen, and on the 
outside of the screen were iron bars 
running parallel 'to the sill. 
The 


space between these 
bars was too 


small to allow the passage of even a 
small boy, and 
behind them were 


gathered a crowd of men -whose num- 
bers were afterward lound to be be- 
tween twenty-five and thirty. 


The efforts of the imprisoned in- 


mates to tear away the screen, which 
barred their way to life, wrought the 
crowd on the streets below to n pitch 
of madness. 
Desperately the men 


fought at the cruel barrier and fin- 
ally it was wrenched away. 
Thon 


the iron bars were attacked with in- 
sane zeal aud superhuman efforts of 
tlie fear-crazed 
prisoners won the 


victory and a means of egress achiev- 
ed. Through this window many made 
thrilling escape.

The 
class flag was concealed behind a 
map in the front part of the room 
and attached to it was a long string 
in. the hands of :one of the sopho- 
mores, who had instructions to raise 
the banner at a signal as the class 
was singing "America." 
At the

their beds, and before they could be 
prevented several had jumped from 
the windows to the ipavemenit. TOie 
fire department was on the scene 
within a few minutes, -and as tfhe 
windows were 
filled 
-with people 


shrieking for help, the firemen de- 
voted their first efforts to aave lives 
and allowed the flre to bum. While 
this was ibbe means of saving a large 


proper time the flag suddenly ap- 
peared from behind the map and be- 
gan to ascend. 
Several juniors in 


the front seats were awaiting their 
opportunity and as soon as the flag 
appeared they made a concerted rush 
to capture it. 


As has been the icustom for a long 


time, the seniors 
and sophomores 


combine against 
the 
juniors arid 


freshmen and no sooner had the jun- 
iors captured the flag than the sen- 
iors took a hand in the scrimmage, 
and for a few moments there was 
nothing visible of ihe combatants ex- 
cept a confused mass of legs and 
arms as >the representatives of the 
two classes struggled for the posses- 
sion of the coveted flag-. 


Prof.. C. T. Lane and Prof. A. B. 


Crow attempted to separate the com- 
batants 
at this 
point 
and were 


roughly handled. The juniors re- 
tained possession of the banner, how- 
ever, and they intend to keep, it as a 
class relic. In spite of the fact that 
their banner was being taken from 
them, the. sophomores made no at- 
tempt to rescue it, and left all the 
fighting for their side to be done by 
the seniors. 
When quiet.had been 


restored, Prof. Lane singled out five 
ringleaders and gave them permis- 
sion to enjoy the fresh air outside for 
an indefinite period. 


The trouble was renewed this aft- 


ernoon in front of the high school, 
just before the bell rang for the be- 
ginning of the afternoon sessions. 
The members of the junior class hav- 
ing the flag in their possession, was 
discovered' by several seniors and 
sophomores, and in the attempt to 
regain possession of it, a small riot 
occurred, participated in by a large 
number of students. 
A hurry call 


was sent to police headquarters from 
the high school, but when an officer 
arrived, things had quieted down.

ly two weeks find which yesterday 
caused the most serious rioting (that 
has occurred since the American Rail- 
way union strike in ISC 4, came to an 
end at 4:15 o'clock this morning as 
the result of a secret conference be- 
tween representatives of the packers 
and the teamsters at the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel, which had been in session 
Bince S o'clock last night. 


The terms of settlement were rati- 


fied at noon today at a meeting of 
the teamsters' 
union at the stock 


yards. 


The agreement reached at the con- 


ference ia a partial victory for the 
teamsters, in that the packers have 
declared that they will not discrim- 
inate against members of the union 
The scale agreed upon is 2 cents lower 
than that demanded by the men. It 
is as follows: Cart drivers, 18 cents 
an hour; single wagon, 20 cents; two- 


. horse, 32}£ cents; 
four-horse, £~" 


cents; six-horse, 30 cenrts. The men 
are to be paid full time from time 
of leaving barn until return, with a 
deduction of half an hour for lunch 
They will not be required to work 
on Labor day. 


THE AGREEMENT. 


The document as drawn up is as 


follows: 


"At a conference held at the Grand 


Pacific hotel on the night of June 4, 
1902, between representatives of the 
Chicago packers and their packing 
house teamsters, held at the sugges- 
tion, of Carter H. Harrison, mayor, 
and the state board of arbitration, it 
was agreed, after due deliberation, to 
recommend to the two parties to the 
controversy now existing bet* 
the said teamsters and the said pack- 
ers: 


"That a compromise of the sair 


difficulties be effected by making the 
following- 
suggestions for a com- 


promise: 


• "1. There shall be no discrimina- 
tion against union teamsters. 


"2. The scale of wages for-teams- 


ters shall be fair. 


"3. No teamsters shall be com- 


pelled, to work on Labor day. 


"4. Any teamster receiving more 


than the seals of wages stated shall 
not suffer a reduction of wages aftei 
this agreement goes into.effect.

ions were agreed upon at said meet- 
ing1.

AGREEMENT RATIFIED. 


Five hundred teamsters assembled 


at Corcoran hall, near the stock 
yards, at noon ratified unanimously 
the agreement made between their 
representatives and the packers at 
4 o'clock this morning. The docu- 
ment was signed by Albert Young, 
president of the National Teamsters' 
union, and by John Meyers, president 
of the local union. It was then taken 
by President Job, of the state arbi- 
tration board, to the several packers 
for their signatures. 
The 
utmost 


harmony prevailed, the occasion as 
suming the character of a jollifica- 
tion, over the settlement of the strike. 
The men decided to return to work 
tomorrow morning.' 


The meeting lasted over two hours, 


much of the time being token up in 
Waiting for laggards to arrive. As 
was noticeable 
among the police, 


there were numerous bondages and 
plasters on faces otherwise peaceful. 


PEACE TERMS CHEERED. 


The agreement was read to them 


and was greeted with cheers. The 
concessions made to the packers were 
explained and the explanation was 
applauded. The concessions made by 
the packers were likewise dilated on 
aad then wer» KQ» cheers. It was 


obvious that the men were extremely 
content with their fight and happy 
that the worst riots in Chicago since 
1894 had passed into history. 


John Myer, president of the local 


union, who read the agreement and 
did much of the explaining, called 
for an aye and nay vote. The chorus 
of ayes was deafening. 


The men stood on chairs, threw 


their hats into the air and brought 
ponderous fists down on each other's 
backs. 
Only a few of the men re- 


turned to the yards to resume work. 
The great majority of them, worn out 
with much fighting and long hours 
on picket duty, declared their inten- 
tions of putting in about eighteen 
hours of sleep before again taking 
up the reins. 


As the men passed out of the hall 


a huge van carrying meat and driven 
by a clerk rumbled past. The men 
cheered again—cheering a. man who 
yesterday would have found a far 
different reception at their hands. 
The driver answered with R wave of 
the hand and the truck lumbered on. 
typical of the peace of a city where 
but twenty-four hours before there 
had been riot and bloodshed. 


DIDN'T KNOW IT WAS OVER. 
Apparently ignorant of the strike 


settlement men sympathizing with 
the teamsters today dragged a meat- 
wagon driver from his seat, beat him 
severely and then demolished 
the 


wagon. The driver was Robert Al- 
lan, employed by Irwin Bros. 
The 


strike having been practically set- 
tled and at that hour awaiting only 
the ratification 
of the 
teamsters 


union, the firm sent the wagon oui 
without a guard. At State and Har- 
rison streets a mob had collected ap- 
parently expecting a repetition ol 
yesterday's 
disorder. 
Allan was 


horribly beaten, but at the hospital 
it was said he probably would re- 
cover. 
A second wagon 
had been 


sent out by Irwin Bros., but upon 
hearing of -the disaster that had be- 
fallen 
his predecessor 
the driver 


turned back. 


POLICE CHIEF LIMPS. 


Victims of the riots were reported 


as being well along towards recovery 
today. Only a few who were takeu 
to hospitals remained there. 
The 


more seriously injured are sanguine 
of being out within a. few days, and 
there is no likelihood of fatalities so 
far as known. 


Chief of Police O'Neill is nursing 


a bruised leg, having been hit in the 
leg in one of the Fifth avenue riots. 
Inspector Hunt, who led the police 
during their nine-hours of .fighting, 
was hit three times and was limping 
today, as well as displaying bumps 
on his head and a lacerated cheek 
and jaw. 
Many policemen resumed 


their'posts today wearing bandages 
and plasters, but otherwise none the 
worse for wear.

BY THE MEMBERS. 


London, Jane 5.—The house of com- 


mons has voted the grant of £50,000 
to Lord Kitchener. 


In accordance with King- Edward's 


message to the house of commons 
yesterday, the government leader, A, 
J. Balfour, in .the house this after- 
noon asked for a vote of £50,000 to 
Lord Kitchener. 
As ft remarkable 


coincidence parliament June 5, three 
years ago, voted its thanks and £30,- 
000 to the sfime general for his serv- 
ices in Egypt. 


Mr. Balfour, in supporting the 


tion, referred 
to Lord Kitchener's 


rapid promotion. He said it had been 
given to few public servants to com- 
pass so much work tar their country 
in so short a time as Lord Kitchener, 
who, besides 
being commander-in- 


chief in South Africa, was command- 
er-in-chief designate of India. 
He 


found the army in South Africa in a 
state of disorganization or dislocation 
consequent upon the ill success which 
attended the British arms at the early 
stage of the campaign, and lie ex- 
ecuted 
his duty 
with 
admirable 


energy and skill. 
But it was not 


till Lord Roberts left that the claims 
of Lord Kitchener to the gratitude 
of 
his countrymen reached theii 


present magnitude. Lord Kitchener 
had to meet with unique difficulties. 
He had erected no fewer than 4.00C 
miles of block houses, and in the 
conduct of the campaign had shown 
the fertile range of his. resources, 
boundless courage, energy and reso- 
lution, and to these qualities Great 
Britain owed the termination of the 
war. Few English generals had con- 
tended with greater difficulties and 
few had emerged from them in 
a 


more triumphant and brilliant way. 


Mr. Balfour concluded with for- 


mally moving the vote of £50,000. 


The liberal leader, 
Sir Henry 


Campbell-Bannerman, who seconded 
the motion, paid a warm tribute to 
Lord Kitchener 
as a soldier anc 


statesman. 


DILLON LEADS OPPOSITION. 
John. Dillon, Irish nationalist, led 


the opposition in behalf of the na- 
tionalists. 
Mr. Dillon said he and 


his friends absolutely objected to the 
vote, because they were 'opposed to 
the policy of the war in South Africa 
and the conduct 
of the campaign 


which involved wholesale devastation 
of the country, the burning of farms 
and sacrifice of life. 


William. Redmond, Irisli national- 


ist, caused a scene of great disorder 
by remarking- that Lord Kitchener 
would go down to 'history as a gen- 
eral who had "made war on women 
and children." 
This remark called 


forth loud cries of "withdraw" and 
appeals to the chairman to call Mr. 
Redmond to order. 
The chairman 


said the expression used was not dis- 
orderly, but a majority of the house 
refused to listen any further to Mi- 
Redmond and interrupted him with 
all kinds of shouts. 


After a quarter of an hour spent by 


Mr. Redmond in fruitless endeavor to 
gain a hearing, 
the closure 
was 


moved. 


The closure was adopted by 273 to 


138 votes, and the grant of £50,000 
to Lord Kitchener was carried by 380 
to 44 votes. The minority consisted 
of Irish nationalists and two or three 
radicals. 


ASSAULTED THE SHERIFF. 


Auburn, Ind., June 5.—(Special.)— 


Sheriff John Hathaway was called to 
the south part of town last night fto 
arrest on old man named Conners, 
who was drunk and raising n dis- 
turbance. As the officer readied the 
door of the Conners home, Conners 
•hit the officer a terrific blow over the 
head with a crowbar, cutting a deep 
gash, which required several stitches 
to close. Sheriff Hathaway pluckily 
continued the fight and with the as- 
sistance of a neighbor succeeded in 
getting handcuffs placed upon Con- 
ners and landing him in jail. Con- 
uers made repeated threats to kill 
the officer. 


ADDRESSED BY PRESIDENT. 


Washington, June 5.—Before an 


asemblage that crowded the National 
theater President Roosevelt 
today 


opened the eleventh annual conven- 
tion of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States. On 
the stage with the president sat Sec- 
retary of War Root, Secretary of the 
Navy Moody, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Sha/w, Secretary Cortelyoiij Sur- 
geon General Stemberg, of the army; 
Surgeon General Rixey, of the navy; 
Surgeon General Wymim, of tine ma- 
•ine hospital service, and other nota- 
ries. The president in his greeting 


i>poke at some length, praising' the 
character of the men who composed 
the association and lauding the pa- 
triotism and value of their services 
and paying a fine tribute to their 
valor and services on battlefields un- 
der fire. He was 
frequently ap- 


plauded.

preter and Major Porter read the

letter. 
The 
audience 


lasted forty minutes. 


Judge Taft subsequently met Car- 


dinal Rampolla, the papal secretary 
of state, and opened the discussion of 
Philippine matters.

Indianapolis, Ind., 
June 4.—The 


state board of health yesterday for- 
mally declared an epidemic of small- 
pox in the state. A circular to the 
county health officers explains that 
the epidemic exists, that Kentucky 
has declared a quarantine, which, has 
been suspended temporarily, and that 
it is the desire of the state board to 
suppress the smallpox plague. 
To 


the surprise of the members of the 
board, Governor Durbin has 
again 


changed his mind about using the 
emergency fund, and now says that 
it must use $300 of its own appro- 
priation, and if that is not enough 
he will see that other money is forth- 
coming. The governor based his re- 
fusal to open the contagious disease 
fund tc the needs of smallpox on the 
ground 
that the 
appropriation of 


$6.000 for the state board of health 
was supposed to cover the expense of 
fighting contagious 
diseases.

board feels that the governor 'has not 
given it a "square deal" and is dis- 
satisfied with his action in both the 
matter of his prdmise to come to its 
assistance and his claim that he had 
not been notified of the epidemic con- 
dition in the state before Kentucky 
declared its quarantine.

THE COURT NEWS 


Washington, Juno 4.—The Philip- 


pine bill passed the senate yesterday 
afternoon by n vote of 4S to 30 as it 
v/as reported by the Philippine com- 
mission, with the exception of a few 
verbal amendments suggested by the 
chairman 
of the 
committee. The 


measure has been under debate seven 
weeks and two days. 


The senate 
divided practically 


upon party lines, all republicans 
present voting for the bill with the 
exception of Hoar, Mason and Well- 
ington, who voted with the demo- 
crats against it, and all the demo- 
crats opposing it with the exception 
of Mr. McLaurin, "of South Carolina, 
who voted with the republicans for 
ithe bill. Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, 
democrat, voted with the republicans 
in opposition to the amendments of- 
fered by his party, but fell in line 
with the democrats in voting against 
the hill. 


It will now go to the house, where 


the bill .prepared by Mr. Cooper, of 
Wisconsin, and approved by the re- 
publican members of the insular com- 
mittee, will be substituted for -the 
senate bill. The house is expected to 
pass its own bill in preference to the 


., and thus throw the whole 


matter into conference, where a lialf 
dozen congressmen, representing the 
ihouse and senate, will get together 
and agree upon a Philippine bill that 
will became law. 


•FEATURES OF THE BILL. 


The bill as -passed approves the 


action of the president in creating .the 
Philippine commission and the offices 
of civil governor and vice governor 
of the islands, and auth&rizes the 
governor and vice governor to exer- 
cise the powers of government as di- 
rected by executive order. 
Future 


appointments of the governor or vice 
•governor shall be made by the presi- 
" dent, with the advice and consent of 
the senate. 


The "bill of rights" of the United 


States constitution are applied to the 
Philippine islands, with the excep- 
tion of tlie right to bear arms and 
the right to a trial by jury. 


The supreme court and other courts 


of the islands shall exercise jurisdic- 
tion as heretofore provided by the 
Philippine commission, and the jus- 
tices of the supreme court shall be 
appointed by the president and the 
senate; the others by the civil gov- 
ernor and the commission. 


The action of the •president of .the 


United States in levying and collect- 
ing taxes is approved. 


All the inhabitants of the Philip- 


pine islands are deemed to be citi- 
zens of the Philippine islands, and 
entitled to the 
protection of the 


United States. 


When the insurrection in the 


islands shall have been subdued a 
careful census of the islands shall be 
taken, and after such census the gov- 
ernor of the islands shall make a full 
report to the president 
and make 


recommendations as to future gov- 
ernment. 


Meantime the Philippine commis- 


sion Is authorized to establish muni- 
cipal and provincial governments, 
with popular representative govern- 
ment, so far and as fast as the com- 
munities are capable and fit for the 
same. 


LIMIT TO HOMESTEADS. 


The government of the Philippines 


shall make rules and regulations for 
the disposition of the public lands, 
but the regulations shall not go into 
effect until approved by the presi- 
dent and congress, provided that a 
single homestead entry shall not ex- 
ceed forty acres, and also provided 
that no such land shall be leased, let 
or demised to any corporation until a 
law regulating the disposition of the 
public lands shall be enacted. 


No corporation Sha'll be authorized 


to engage in agriculture unless pro- 
vision shall have been made there- 
for. 


The government of the Philippine 


islands is authorized to acquire and 
convey title to real 
and personal 


property and to acquire real estate 
for public uses by the right of emi- 
nent domain. 


The Philippine commission is nu- 


thorized to acquire the friar lands 
and is empowered to issue bonds to 
pay for them. These lands once ac- 
quired shall be a part of the domain 
of the United States and may be dis- 
posed of as such. 


WILL REVIEW DECISIONS. 
Upon the supreme court of the Uni- 


ted States is conferred the rigSit to 
review the decisions of the supreme 
court of the Philippines. 


Municipalities are authorized to 


issue bonds for municipal improve- 
ments with the consent of the presi- 
dent and congress, Uie entire indebt- 


pines is authorized to grant fran- 
chises tra'd 
concessions, 
including 


the rig*!it of eminent domain, lor tlie 
construction of works of public util- 
ity, provided that no private prop- 
erty shall be taken without just com- 
pensation; that no franchise shall 
be granted to any corporation that 
Shall not be subject 
to review by 


congress, anfl that all lands granted 
shall revert, at the expiration of the 
concession, to the governments by 
which they -were made. 


No corporation shall be authorized 


to conduct the business of buying 
and selling 
real 
estate, and 
the 


amount of real estate -which shall be 
held "by any corporation shall be de- 
termined, by congress. 


TO ESTABLISH A OttlNT. 


A mint is to be established in Ma- 


nila and coins authorized may be 
coined at the mint, the coinage laws 
of the United States being extended 
to the islands. The Philippine gov- 
ernment is authorized to coin a ?il- 
ver 'dollar, containing 4:16 grains ci" 
standard silver, to Tje a coin of the 
Philippine islands, the denomination 
of the coin to be expressed in Eng- 
lish, Eilipirio and Chinese characters. 
Silver 'brought to the Manila mint 
snail bs coined for the benefit of the 
depositor, tbe mint charge 'being 1 
cent for each 
dollar 
coined. The 


same coin may be made at the mint 
in San Francisco upon the request of 
the Philippine government, with the 
approval of the secretary 
of 
the 


treasury, provided that such deposits 
at the San Francisco mint shall be 
confined to silver produced in the 
United States. Subsidiary coins i>f 
silver also may be coined at the Ma- 
nila mint, under restrictions similar 
to those regulating tike coinage of 
the dollar. The dollar shall ibe legal 
tender in the Philippines for public 
and private 
debts, 
except "where 


otherwise stipulated. 
Silver cerrifi- j 


cates may be issued for deposits of 
Filipino dollars in sums of $20 or

After .the murder 
he told his friends he intended to Mil 
himself "to save someone else the 
job," and did go down into the -woods 
and shoot himself under the chin, 
the bullet coming out of his cheek 
near the eye. His dislike for the 
son-in-law grew out of his wife's re- 
fusal to live with him on account of 
his jealousy and his cruelty to her 
when he was in a jealous rage, and 
the fact that Burns and his wife pro- 
tected her. He also charged them 
with encouraging her to get a di- 
vorce. The shooting of Burns seemed 
to be part of a plan to get everybody 
out of the way who might interfere

Wheeler was sentenced to hang in 


April, and when the case was carried 
to the supreme court a stay of exe- 
cution until 
June 6 was granted. 


The supreme court affirmed the judg- 
ment of the lower court on May 14, 
saying that the evidence in support 
of the plea of insanity was meager 
and unsatisfactory.

that Wheeler's mother 
and father 


were cousins and that his mother was 
of an exceedingly jealous disposition 
which he seemed to have inherited 
but he had lived, worked, acted and 
talked as a sane man for more than 
thirty years immediately before the 
murder, and the first suggestion o 
his insanity that was ever offered 
was when his plea was filed in court 


The hanging of Wheeler

third to take place within the wall 
of the state prison.

CLASSES CIDER WITH WHISKY 


The Unprecedented Ruling; by i 


loira Judge in n Reuent Mulct 


Law Cnaf. 


Judge Eemley has made nn unprece- 


dented decision in the case of Amnna- 
da Mcft'ord against Peter Mineclc, a 
well-known grocer of Cedar Uapids, 
la. Plaintiff brought suit \mder the 
mulct law, alleging that Mineck sold 
cider to her husband, who became in- 
toxicated thereon, and ou the hear- 
iiigRemley en joined Mineck and do: 
Ins store, although the 
evidence 


showed that the cider was sweet, be- 
ing' a brand sold by nearly 
ev 


grocer in the city. Four witnesses 
for plaintiff were impeached, 
but 


Judge Reinley ruled that all cider 
should be classed with whisky and 
beer. Jtineck will appeal to the su- 
preme court, and the grocers of the 
city will pay the expenses. They will 
also bring the case before the state 
grocers' convention at Dubnque. The 
effect of the decision is to make everj 
grocery a .saloon, and every whole- 
saler equally liable. Prosecution un- 
der the mulct law is attracting wide 
interest. 


Cincinnati Teachers Can't Smoke. 
The Cincinnati board of education 


has taken the initiative in a most im- 
portant matter of tobacco and its use 
by teachers and pupils. The chairm;i 
of a joint committee, Dr. Culbertson, 
who is an eminent scientist, has made 
a report concluding with the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously: "No teacher or princi- 
pal shall smoke, in any school build- 
ing or upon any school grounds, dur- 
ing school hours. Infraction of this 
rule shall be deemed stifiicient cause 
for dismissal." A great trunk line rail- 
road has recently issued a private cir- 
cular advising that superintendents 
caution engineers and signalmen not 
to use tobacco in any form during 
working hours.—Journal of Inebriety. 


A Sad On a P. 


A sad case has just occurred in Chi- 


cago. After years of faithful service 
n fireman named Garrich drank so 
heavily some days ago that he could 
not be around when an alarm of fire 
sounded. For this offense he was dis- 
missed from the force, and, failing to 
obtain work, he committed 
suicide

•oying1 that there are 10,000 barmaids 
in London. She desires ns to state that 
she is not certain how many there are,, 
but thinks it is not more than 5,000.—'

TOBACCO IN FRANCE. 


Some FnclH in I tog aril to the llnsine-aa 


Which Proves 1'rulltable to the 


Government. 


An interesting though repellant de- 


scription of the management of tobac- 
co manufacturing by the French gov- 
ernment has recently been sent forth 
by the United States consul at,Lyons, 
France, where is located one of the 
largest of the 20 state tobacuo factor- 


It is probably not generally known 


that the tobacco business in France is 
n monopoly (of the government—no in- 
dividual having the rig-lit to make or 
sell tobacco without a permit. 


That the govern men t controls, the 


mfinufact nre of tobacco Ones not ap- 
pear to lessen the quantity of the 
product or especially to improve the 
quality. The enormous amount of 
$70,000,000 annually is received. The 
expense to the state for new material, 
labor, freight, etc., is only ?14,500,000, 
leaving- $(i4,r>OD,UDt> clear profit. 


The government issues permits for 


retail tobacco and cigar stores; but 
retains .control of the wholesale es- 
tablishments in the large cities-called 
tobacs de luxe, where the high-priced 
goods are sold. To have the right to 
keep a retail tobacco and cigar store 
in France seems to be as much sought 
after as a post office appointment in 
the United States. Every change in 
the French ministry means an increase 
in retail tobacco .shops. 


•Another sadly interesting feature 


is tlie large connection which French 
women have with the manufacture 
and sale of the noxious weed. 


Of the 17.000 employes nearly 15,000 


are women and young' girls; and the 
positions are greatly sought. None 
but women and young girls are en- 
gaged in making- cigars, cigarettes 
jind fillers, and hi cutting wrappers. 
It is the women, too, who are chiefly 
dealers in the weed—generally sol- 
diers* widows. It Is not infrequent 
for tlie widow of an ofiicer -of hagh 
rank to petition for permission to 
Ireep fl retail tobacco and cigar store, 
and place it in the care of an agent, 
while her conneetion with the busi- 
ness remains unknown. 


Tlie process of manufacture is too 


repulsive to describe. The juice ex- 
pressed brings. 1G cents per 
qnar.t. 


One quart contains from 
40 .to GC 


grains of nicotine. It is sold to veter- 
inary surgeons, who use it upon ani- 
mals 
afflicted 
with skin diseases. 


Large quantities of it are exported to 
Buenos Ayres for the same purpose. 
Far better if the whole nicotinous 
product could be exported in similar 
fashion, by government, order, rather 
than sold under government manage- 
ment to act upon the nerves and vital 
centers of its? consumers, to the 1111- 
dermininff of health, wealth and hap- 
piness.—Union. Signal.

WABASH SURRENDERS CROSS 


ING NEAR LAGRO. 


SOUTHWESTERN WINS FIGH 


JUDGE SHIVELY GRANTED 


JUNCTION FRIDAY. 


CROSSING GOES IN AT ONCE 


BAILROAD HAD A BIG FORCE 


ON THE GROUND. 


(From Friday's Daily.) 


The Fort "Wayne and Southwestern 


Traction company has TVOII its con^ 
test with the Wabash railroad ovei 
the mutter of a crossing near Lngi'O 
In the circuit court at W.ibnsli this 
morning Judge Slnvely rendered his 
decision, enjoining the Wabash rail- 
road company from further interfer- 
ing with the Southwestern in its 
work of installing' a crossing over the 
tracks of the railroad two miles east 
of Lagro. 
Judge Shively also or- 


dered the "Wabash 
company to at 


once remove the superfluous side- 
tracks, engines and other obstructions 
placed at the point to prevent the 
Southwestern from crossing. 


The contest has been a -warm one. 


The point where the electric line is 
to cross the railroad is about two 
miles east of Lngro and at a point 
where 
the grade 
of the railroad 


tracks is rather high. The 'Wabash 
company lias insisted from the first 
that .the electric line should install 
a subway and pass beneath its tracks 
instead of making a grade crossing. 
This the -Southwestern contended it 
was unable to do for the reason that 
its grade.would be below the water 
level of a small stream near the line 
and that the subway would be con- 
stantly filled with, water, 


Some weeks ago the Southwestern 


"began legal proceedings to enforce 
its right* to the crossing. 
Appraisers 


were appointed by the court at Wa- 
bash, «nd they reported, awarding 
the Wabash company $300 damages, 
which was immediately paid into the 
court by the Southwestern. 
Before 


the Southwestern could get its cross- 
ing installed, "however, the Wabash 
company sent a large force cf/men 
there, constructed a "blind" switch 
on either side oH its tracks, derailed 
.two engines at the point selected for 
the crossing, 
installed a telegraph 


office there and prepared to resist by 
force the attempt of the Southwestern 
to cross until its petition of excep- 
tion to the report of the appraisers 
could be heard by the court. 


Instead of using 
force, 'however, 


the Southwestern again went into 
court and after citing the proceed- 
ings in. -appraisement, petitioned the 
court for mi injunction against the 
Wabash company restraining it from 
further interference with, the elec- 
tric line in installing the crossing. 
The arguments were lieard by Judge 
Shively 
several " 'days ago, Judge 


Walter OMs, of this city, appearing 
for the Southwestern, and Stuart &• 
Hammond, of Lafayette, for the Wa- 
"bash. The case was 'hotly contested. 
Judge Shively reserved his 'decision 
until 9 o'clock tins morning, when 
it was rendered in accordance with 
the foregoing: facts. 


LIVELY MIGHT MOVEMENT. 
'During; ths d-aya intervening the 


two companies have been watching 
each other's every movement with 
suspicion, and last evening W'aibaah 
officials got hold of -a rumor that the 
'Southwestern wns preparing to in- 
stall the crossing during the night. 
Tihe report is believed to have arisen 
from a joculer remark made 'by one 
of the Southwestern foremen tli.it 
was taken seriously 'by the railroad 
people. 


At all events the Wabash company 


last evening rushed two trains and 
a large 
force 
of men, numbering 


from 300 to 300, to the disputed ter- 
ritory, and kept them on. guard all 
night. 
The men included section 


employes, freight (handlers and othrr 
workmen who -were hastily mobilized 
near Lagro, some of them being- from 
Tort Wayne. 
Nothing of a bellig- 


erent nature occurred 
'during 
the 


nig'ht, and the Wabash men were left 
in, undisturbed 
possession of the 


field. 


The 
decision 
given 
by 
Judge 


Shively this morning WAS particu- 
larly gratifying to General Manager 
Nelson and 
other 
officials of the 


Southwestern company, tvnd while it 
was not particularly relished by the 
railroati company, the Wabash men 
accepted the situation in good humor 
and announced tfrat they would give

WAS FRIGHTFULLY SCALDED 


AT THE'BASH PACKING HOUSE 


ON WEDNESDAY. 


HOT 
GREASE DELUGED 
HIM 


AS HE LOOSE-NED LID OF BIG 


RENDERING KETTLE. 


After suffering* untold agony for 


ninny hours Barney Meyer, residing 
ut 1323 Maumee avenue, died nt 5 
o'clock n. m. Friday as the result of 
a distressing accident at the plant 
of the Bash Packing company early 
Wednesday morning1, 
when Meyer 


was frightfully scalded by boiling 
hot grease. 


The flesh upon the man's ' back, 


chest and arms was literally cooked, 
and despite the efforts made to coun- 
teract the effect of the burns, the skin 
peeled off in great patches, leaving 
the upper portion of his body and 
his arms a mass of raw flesh. It was 
recognized from the first that Meyer's 
case was almost 
hopeless. At 
2 


o'clock Thurday afternoon he relapsed 
into unconsciousness and lay thus 
until death ended his sufferings that 


Meyer was fifty years of age and 


had long been employed about the 
rendering* 
department of the big: 


packing1 house, having charge of the 
big tank kettles used in rendering 
grease from bones and other waste 
portions of the slaughtered animals. 
This tank is a huge iron affair, per- 


s five feet in diameter and nine 


feet high, with a capacity of about 
thirty barrels of refuse, from which 
grease is secured for soap-making. 
The top of the tank is formed by a 
mnnliead or cover, 
secured to the 


tank by clomps. The tank is filled 
with the refuse from which the grease 
is to be rendered and live steam is 
-urned on from the bottom to a pres- 
sure of forty pounds. 
This process 


:afees .place at nig-ht and in the morn- 
ing the steam is turned oS to allow 
the removal of the grease and the 
refilling of the tank. 


WAS A DEADLY DELUGE. 


"Wednesday morning, according to 


fche account of the affair given by the 
'oremaii of the plant, the steam was 
turned off as usual, and after waiting 
For some time for the tank to cool, 
Meyer 
loosened the clamps which 


held the heavy li'd in place. 
It is 


evident the steam was not all out of 
;he tank, for as the 
clamps were 


.oosened the lid was forced upward 
:>y the force of the fluid within and 
at least a barrel of the seething 
hot grease poured out upon Meyer 
before he could 
make 
his escape. 


Some idea of the intense heat of the 
grease may be gained from the fact 
:hnt -a rat, which at that instant ran 
across the floor of the 
rendering 


louse, was also caught by the scald- i 
ng grease 
and it was instantly 


killed. 
! 


The room 
instantly filled with! 


steam, but Meyer, moaning in pain,! 
managed to crawl to one side and: 
support himself upon a table which j 
stood there. Another 
workman in j 


the room with Mm was powerless to | 
render further aid than to help his j 
unfortunate fellow workman out of: 
the room, while the steaming hot; 
grease transformed the floor into a 
seething- lake. 


RAW TO HIS HOME. 


Other workmen quickly hurried to 


;he scene, but while they were tele-: 


shoning 
for an 
ambulance and a! 


physician Meyer, suffering intensely, 
•nn out of the plant and hurried to 


home. 
Workmen followed him 


and with difficulty, restrained him 
from maintaining a. dead run on the 
Tip homeward. Dr. Harrod was call- 
ed and ministered to the sufferer, but 
;he injuries were so extensive that 
he was able to hold out but little 
hope to the family from the first. 


Meyer was a German and a careful 


and experienced man about the pack- 
ing: house. 
He lived with his wife 


mtl two children in the home on Mau- 
moe avenue.
